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Che Other Man Co Come

Text: “IJ am come in my Father’s 
name, and ye receive me not: if an- 
other shall come in his own name, 
him ye will receive,’ John 5:43. 


INTRODUCTION: It was propheti- 
cally expounded by the prophets long 
ago that Christ would come, the long- 
sought Messiah of the Jews. In the 
process of time He was born and be- 
gan His ministry among the Jews, His 
own people. However, in coming unto 
His own, they “received him not.” 
John 1:2. To the unbelieving Jews 
Peter said, “This is the stone which 
was set at nought of you builders, 
which is become the head of the cor- 
ner,” Acts 4:11. As Christ turned to a 
nation bringing forth fruit, He pre- 
cisely warned the Jews that another 
would come in his own name and they 
would accept him as their Messiah. 


THE OTHER MAN 

Since it is an ultimate prophecy by 
Christ that the other man will come, 
therefore it is inevitable. The other 
man is referred to in 2 Thess. 2:3 as 
“the man of sin.” The first man, 
Christ Jesus, came to take away the 
sin of the world. The second man, the 
man of sin, will come to sinfully de- 
ceive the world into a kingdom of 
iniquity. The other man is emphatical- 
ly the antichirst, who will oppose all 
that is called God. He will make a 
covenant with the Jews for one week, 
which is the week of tribulation, seven 
years or the last week of Daniel’s 
vision of the seventy weeks. It is evi- 
dent that he will make his appearance 
from a_ political limelight. “And 
through his policy also he shall cause 
craft to prosper in his hand; and he 
shall magnify himself in his heart, 
and by peace shall destroy many,” 
Dan. 8:25. “Policy” means wisdom in 
management of public affairs. He will 
preponderate himself by the wisdom 
of his understanding of dark sen- 
tences. He finally will announce that 
he is God to the whole world. By the 
mighty demoniac influence he will be 
able to sway the people, especially the 
rulers, into his spider web of decep- 
tion and weave the world into a king- 
dom of blasphemous antichristianism. 

WHITE HORSE RIDER 

We have two white horses recorded 
in the Bible, Rev. 6:2; Rev. 19:11. The 
latter is Christ coming to the earth 
as King of kings and Lord of lords, at 
the close of the tribulation, with all 
His saints following on white horses. 
The rider of the first white horse with 
a bow in his hand is the antichrist, 
coming to conquer the nations. At the 
time of his appearing it is without 


scriptural contradiction that Christ. 


is before the throne of God and stand- 
ing in the midst of the raptured saints 
that were redeemed by His blood out 
of every kindred, tongue, people and 
nation. Jesus has already conquered 
the satanic world and presented His 
Church to Himself in the mid-air. It 
is now time for the antichrist, as pro- 
phetically dated, to conquer and 
dominate the world. He will ap- 
pear in white as symbolic of peace, 
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and in_ self-edification like un- 
to King Nebuchadnezzar, will finally 
have his own image set up and force 
the people to worship. The words that 
God requested Daniel to seal up, 
even to the time of the end, Daniel 
12:4, will be loosed and opened by 
Christ at the close of the gospel dis- 
pensation. When the _ gospel is 
preached in all the world, then shall 
the end come. Matt. 24:14. The end 
of the gospel dispensation will close 
the Gentile age as a nation. Luke 
21:24; Rom. 11:25. “Then shall that 
Wicked be revealed,” 2 Thess. 2:8. 
Like unto the days of Noah, God must 
close the door. In Matthew 25 the door 
is closed and the foolish are stand- 
ing on the outside awaiting the reve- 
lation of the antichrist and the flood 
of tribulation. In Rev. 3:20 the door 
is closed and a call goes out to the 
tribulation sufferers to wash their 
own robes and come up out of great 
tribulation with the testimony of Je- 
sus Christ. Many shall reach forth 
with faith and open the door in death 
as a martyr of Christ. 
HIS BOW OF DECEPTION 

In order for the antichrist to exalt 
himself in dignity and as a premille- 
narian, he must offer a platform that 
will solve the world problem. His 
policy will be a premillennial peace 
treaty. Instead of war and sufferings, 
there will be prosperity, free from 
fear and want. Since the present con- 
flict has come, we can more fully 
understand the workings of the anti- 
christ spirit. I do not believe that the 
antichrist will arise out of the United 
States, nor do I believe the United 
States is an antichrist nation. But 
from all previous fulfillments of pro- 
phetical utterances, he will come from 
a far-away land. How about the Pope 
of Rome? The Roman Church be- 


lieves in God, the antichrist will op- 
pose all that is called God or wor- 
shipped; i.e., all people or nations 
that believe there is a God. He must 
come from a God-despising, a God- 
denying people. His offer to the world, 
“peace and no more war,” will be 
favorably accepted. We hear much 
about peace, post war peace, which 
we feel will come after the war. We 
all long for a peaceful time, but re- 
member the warning of Paul, “For 
when THEY shall say, Peace and 
safety (eternal security); then sud- 
den DESTRUCTION cometh .. . they 
(all nations) shall not escape” (the 
antichrist power backed up by Satan 
himself). 1 Thess. 5:3. During this 
prelude of awaiting the outcome of 
the present world-wide conflict, our 
Lord could come without a moment’s 
notice and by the time you could 
twinkle an eye we would be with Je- 
sus in the mid-air, with all the re- 
deemed of all ages. Then the pre- 
liminaries of a world-wide peace 
treaty could be carried on. God’s 
PEOPLE do not necessarily have to be 
here for the antichrist to offer the 
world his policy. Many things hap- 
pened after Noah entered the ark 
and the door was closed. As it was in 
the days of Noah, so shall it be also in 
the days of the coming of the Son of 
man: they were eating and drinking, 
living a normal life, when the flood 
came. Isaiah said, “The enemy shall 
come in like a flood.” The United 
States, like unto all God-believing na- 
tions, will be forced into a world-wide 
conflict when the antichrist breaks 
his promise. Unknown to all nations, 
the antichrist will set in the peace 
parley when the agreement is 
reached. He will offer his peace pro- 
posal which will be preferred and ac- 
cepted. Whether this antichrist peace 
treaty will be signed at the close of 
this war or another war or in the 
midst of future unrest, we do not 
know. Something seems to impress me 
that our days are few in the gospel 
dispensation, and that the antichrist 
nation is very near home. The na- 
tional home of the antichrist never 
has and never will ally wholly confed- 
eracy with a God-fearing nation 
without later breaking its agree- 
ment. That antichrist nation could 
possibly be allied with us now and 
later set in the peace conference. If 
that be true, then we will in time to 
come have to war against her. 

THE CHURCH AND ANTICHRIST 


Most Bible scholars agree that we 
are living in the open door age of the 
Philadelphia period and that the rap- 
ture will take place during this age 
of the Church. However, we are yet 
here and the antichrist is soon to ap- 
pear, but his dirty spirit is in the 
world now. He is now exalting his 
spirit above all that is called God in 
an all-out effort to deceive and lead 
God’s people from the truth and old- 
time salvation into apostasy. And the 
bare facts show that he is doing a

Missionaries Interned 

A report coming out of Washington 
through RNS states that Japan has 
interned all Belgian and Dutch mis- 
sionaries in Shanghai. Three priests 
were among the number interned. An 
association for the relief of some 400 
central European Protestant refugees 
has also been formed in Shanghai by 
the commission of the World Council 
of Churches. This commission is 
headed by Dr. A. Freudenburg, one- 
time associate of Pastor Niemoeller.

Nazis Murder Jews 


The Protestant Voice reports that 
the Federal Council of Churches has 
made public a document revealing 
mass murder of Jews under the yoke 
of Nazism. The report follows that of 
the 3,130,000 Jews in Poland before 
the war, over one-third have perished 
during the last three years. Of the 
75,000 Jews in Belgium, only 8,000 now 
remain. Of the 900,000 Jews in Ru- 
mania, there are reported to be now 
only about 270,000 remaining. 


Russian Prisoners Show Interest 
in Religion 

According to a report coming out of 
Stockholm, twenty-five per cent of 
Russian prisoners are “positive Chris- 
tians,” while many others show a deep 
interest in religion. The war is re- 
ported to have increased the longing 
for religion among the Russian peo- 
ple. A definite spiritual awakening is 
reported in many places, according to 
the report of a Swedish missionary. 

Those who are busy doing the little 
things are working at the right place 
to accomplish something big. 


Bible Distribution Increase 


According to reports just released 
coming out of New York, the Ameri- 
can Bible Society has published and 
distributed over a third of a billion 
copies of the Scriptures in 200 lan- 
guages and in over fifty countries. 
During the year 1942 this distribution 
reached a rate of 11,000 copies per 
day to supply the Army and Navy. 
“More than 8,200,000 books, the largest 
of any year in its history, were man- 
ufactured by the Society last year.” 
“Hundreds of thousands of Bibles, 
Testaments, and Gospel portions were 
distributed in twenty languages to 
prisoners of war in enemy territory.” 
Additional to this great work, 20,000 
Testaments and other Scriptural mat- 
ter were supplied in waterproof en- 
velopes as part of equipment for life- 
boats and rafts for merchant marine.

House Bill 666 


It is reported that Mr. Austin intro- 
duced House Bill S.666 which was 
twice read and then turned over to 
the Military Affairs Committee. 
Strangely enough, this bill is reported 
to have to do with the “numbering 
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of every woman in America from 18 
to 55 years of age.“ Such a bill would 
have the “split second” of a flash 
bordering on Rev. 13:17,18. We are 
not, however, to be alarmed at such 
an occurrence which may be only a 
mere coincidence; and at any rate, as 
we pointed out a few weeks ago, we 
are not to fear the appearance of such 
a mark, number or name before the 
rapture of the Church, if our doc- 
trinal position is correct concerning 
the rapture of the Church occurring 
before the Great Tribulation. Let us 
not be troubled by letter, by spirit or 
from any other source if we belong 
to the Lord.

Communism 
Now that Stalin has dissolved the 
Comintern, what will the Communists 
do? Will they disband in various coun- 


tries, or will they go on seeking their 


known objectives by advocating over- 
throw of the government, or will they 
reorganize under another name, em- 
bodying the same tenets? may be a 
question. Likely the order to disband 
means nothing only an apparent 
good-will gesture among the allied 
nations. As to whether Communism 
is ordered from Moscow or not, if the 
objects remain the same in various 
countries in the event that Commu- 
nist parties continue to exist, makes 
little difference. Whether centrally 
directed or not, existing political 
parties in various countries, with the 
same objectives, would be tantamount 
to the International Comintern. When 
it was desirous to call an internation- 
al conference it would be quite simple. 
Let us hope, however, and pray that 
this is the beginning of the end of this 
Christless bickering. 


Baptist Expressed Hope for Russia 


Dr. J. H. Rushbrooke, President of 
the Baptist World Alliance, speaking 
of conditions in Russia, stated, “Let it 
be said as emphatically as possible 
that no community can be more ready 
than the Baptist to acknowledge the 
many benefits flowing from the soviet 
revolution. It has overthrown, we 
trust forever, an ancient and deep- 
rooted tyranny. It has brought a larg- 
er life to the common people, and 
above all, a new hope for the young. 

“It has triumphed over race preju- 
dice. Education is far more general 
than in pre-revolution days. The in- 
dustrialization of the country has ad- 
vanced miraculously, and the forecast 
is entirely credible that within 
twenty-five years the Soviet Union's 
production will be the largest in the 
world.” 

Communist: View Inadequate 

It is Dr. Rushbrooke’s opinion that 
educationally, and so far as more of 
the things of physical life are con- 
cerned, there is improvement in Rus- 
sia. He stated that the “Communist’s 
view is inadequate” in that it excludes 


“infinite and eternal values arising 
from his relations with God.” There 
is, he avers, a more favorable outlook 
toward Christianity. Let us hope that 
as some believe, that outward forms 
of religion in Russia alone have been 
destroyed and that true religion it- 
self may survive and again be favored 
by the government.

U. S. Soviet Collaboration Urged 


Bishop Francis J. McConnel, Chair- 
man of Christian Conference of War 


and Peace, along with thirty-two 
prominent Protestant clergymen, 
signed a release to the effect of in- 
sistance of “collaboration” between 


the U. S. and Russia on a “frank and 
friendly basis for winning the war.” 
These leaders of church admit that 
the situation is a grave one. They 
have also admitted that “Commu- 
nist ideology” conflicts with the 
Christian and Jewish faiths. However, 
urging that American churchmen 
should “maintain and express their 
fellowship with the Christian 
churches in Russia.” Since, as they say, 
“there are signs that a more liberal 
attitude towards religion is being 
shown by Soviet officials, I am quite 
certain that all true Christians are 
very willing to “express their fellow- 
ship for Russian Christians.” How- 
ever, there is so much “pink” attached 
to certain men and certain church 
groups that it is very hard to know 
when their advice is safe to follow. If 
the “ideologies” of Communism are 
against and foreign to the faith of 
Christians and Jews, our fellowship 
must needs be limited to that of the 
“Russian Christian” rather than that 
of an endorsement of anything that 
is Communistic. Russia may, after the 
war, remain in sympathy with her 
allies and allow Christianity to go on 
unhindered. It remains, however, that 
the future-alone will reveal what is 
to be. It must, however, be remem- 
bered that Russia has been a leopard, 
and there may be yet the serious 
question of “Can a leopard change 
his spots?”

I. AS THE INITIAL EVIDENCE OF 
THE INCOMING OF THE 
HOLY SPIRIT 

Of the proof of this claim and the 
reason for its choice by the Lord as 
the initial evidence that the Spirit 
has come, we have written. It is suf- 
ficient to say here, that one may 
speak in tongues at the time of being 
filled with the Spirit, and may not so 
speak again until the gift of tongues 
is received, although often the gift of 
tongues is received at the time the 
Spirit comes in. It was of the GIFT 
of tongues and not the initial evidence 
that Paul was speaking when he asked 
the question inferring a negative an- 
swer, “Do all speak with tongues?” 
At the time of the Spirit’s incoming, 
all DO speak with tongues. Acts 2:4; 
10:44, 46; 19:6. 

II. TONGUES AS A DIRECT 
LANGUAGE 


To be understood by someone pres- 
ent in his own tongue. Such a mani- 
festation will often come forth in 
mighty power in the congregation. 
There is a pause for interpretation, 
but none comes. It is not meant to be 
interpreted. Someone present has un- 
derstood the language and has known 
it was the Spirit speaking directly to 


im. 
The leader, or the one with the gift 
of interpretation, should always be 
so sensitive to the Spirit as to know 
the purpose of the manifestation. In 
fact, it is often well for the leader to 
explain in a sentence to the congre- 
gation the object of the message. 
Otherwise some would wonder, and 
often the one giving the message is 
deeply mortified, feeling he has been 
out of order and has made a show of 
himself, or that the leadership has 
purposely rejected his message. 
EXAMPLE 


The writer was recently conducting 
a meeting in a large city church. The 
meeting was well attended, running 
eight hundred to one thousand night- 
ly, and most of them were strangers 
to the writer. Two messages in tongues 
had come forth, the Lord giving the 
interpretation through: us. A_ third 
message then came with great power. 
We received no interpretation, but did 
receive a clear witness of the Lord 
that it was in a known language and 
was direct to someone present. We so 
stated publicly. At the close of the 
service a woman who had wept 
through to salvation at the altar, 
came to us and informed us that she 
had sat directly behind the one 
speaking in tongues; that the mes- 
sage was spoken in her native tongue 
and was a Girect message to her, which 
she heeded and was saved. 


It was thus on the day of Pente- 
cost. People of several different na- 
tions heard them speaking in their 
own tongue. No doubt there were also 
languages spoken that day which no 
one present understood. 

There is no surer way of arresting 
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the attention of a man who is away 
from God, than for the Spirit to sud- 
denly begin to speak in that man’s 
own language through a person whom 
he knows cannot speak his native 
tongue. 

During a revival in Colorado a num- 
ber of years ago, we had a young 
woman evangelist in our home who 
spoke much in tongues during home 
prayer, etc. Often she spoke the most 
beautiful Spanish we have ever been 
privileged to hear. Both my wife and 
I speak this language, so we under- 
stood what she was saying in another 
tongue, which she herself did not 
know. She would then interpret in 
English, word for word, that which 
she had spoken in tongues. It has al- 
ways served as a tremendous source 
of inspiration and faith to me to have 
heard someone speaking in tongues in 
a language which I understood, and 
then interpreting perfectly that which 
had been spoken. Tongues as a direct 
language is no doubt primarily for the 
purpose of convincing the unsaved. 

III. TONGUES FOR CONVINCING 

THE UNSAVED 

“Wherefore tongues are for a SIGN, 
not to them that believe but to them 
that believe not—.” 1 Cor. 14:22. 

This is true in the case of direct 
language as above mentioned; in the 
case of interpretation as a warning 
or exhortation to the unsaved; and 
again in a manifestation of tongues 
in the congregation, neither to be un- 
derstood nor interpreted, either in a 
song of praise or in a Spirit-anointed 
voice and language which brings a 
consciousness of God on every one 
present, saint and sinner alike. 

Sometimes when there is a deep 
conviction on the altar call but no 
break, such a manifestation of God’s 
power will bring a rush to the altar. 
In such case, however, the one to be 
used of the Lord should be much in 
the Spirit and very certain the Lord 
is desiring to so use him. Otherwise 
it will have the opposite to the de- 


sired effect, and will ruin rather than 
help the altar call. People living in 
the Spirit, with a burden for souls, 
and a desire to be used to the glory 
of God rather than self, need have 
little fear of being in the flesh at such 
a time. It is good, however, to learn 
well to interpret the emotions of the 
Spirit within one’s self, for often at 
such a time there is a deep burden of 
the Spirit within us, “making inter- 
cession for (or through) us, with 
groanings which cannot be uttered,” 
Rom. 8:26. Such an intercession is 
often done by the Spirit in other 
tongues in our innermost being, and 
is not meant for audible expression. 
CONFORMITY 

Holy-Ghost meetings should never 
be allowed to drift into that form so 
common to all organizations, even our 
most spiritual Pentecostal move- 
ments, in which the service must be 
conducted after certain accepted 
forms, to the extent they cannot be 
broken into at any time by the will of 
the Spirit, often for an altar call at 
an unaccustomed spot. 

Tongues for convincing the unsaved 
sometimes brings such a situation in- 
to the service, and the best will of 
God may be thwarted if the leader- 
ship is not sensitive to, and ready to 
follow, the guidance of the Spirit 
throughout the service. An altar call 
following a deep moving of the 
Spirit is often in divine order at any 
place in the service. This is true de- 
spite the fact that many assemblies: 
have run “tongues” to extremes, and 
have preferred such manifestations 
to the preached Word. It is our firm 
conviction that, with rare exceptions, 
nothing should be allowed, or is ex- 
pected of God. to take the place of 
the prophetic Word. 

PASTORAL ACTIVITY 

While pastoring a lovely full-gospel 
church in California, we were deeply 
impressed at the close of a very busy 
pastoral Saturday, to drive some 
thirty miles for the purpose of invit- 
ing a man, wife and son to attend our 
Sunday night service to help us in the 
singing. The man and son played 
trombone and cornet, and often as- 
sisted us in song by standing on each 
side of the platform facing the con- 
gregation with their instruments. 

I say I was impressed. I should bet- 
ter have said my very active help- 
mate was the one impressed, and do- 
ing the impressing on me. We very 
self-important males will often do 
well if we will heed more willingly 
these sensitive spiritual impressions 
of the weaker creation of God’s inex- 
plicable system of things. My “impres- 
sion” was to go to bed. And so we 
argued. Needless to state, the “weak- 
er” sex won, and we went after our 
friends. 

The next night we had a splendid 
song service and a good sermon to 
the unsaved, at which there were sev- 
eral hundred present. Our only regret 
was that we had no place in the serv- 
ice for the wife, who was a Bible 
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Greetings in Jesus’ name: 

This afternoon I feel as David of 
old no doubt felt when he wrote, 
“Bless the Lord, O my soul, and all 
that is within me; bless his holy 
name.” 

For some time I have felt impressed 
to write, but kept neglecting to do 
so. This afternoon while reading the 
Evangel I again felt impressed and 
burdened that I had failed to write. 
I am thinking perchance there is 
some one in this great world of ours 
that is waiting for just this. As to 
what help it will be I do not know 
but I do know it is not mine to ques- 
tion the leadings of His Word. So if 
this does help any one please drop 
me a line. 

I feel greatly impressed to write 
how I got in the CHURCH OF GOD. 
GLORY TO GOD I am so thankful 
for the CHURCH and its TEACH- 
INGS. 

MY BIRTH 

I was born across the seas and at 
the age of three mother brought me, 
my two brothers, and one sister 
across the great Atlantic to live with 
my father who had come over here 
a few years previous. My parents were 
both Greeks. Well glory, I must praise 
God right here for being in the good 
U. S. A. As I look back in my life I’ 
have much to thank God for, even 
being in the country where there is 
plenty to eat in spite of rationing and 
HOARDERS. No doubt I would still be 
living and in the country of want, 
desolation and STARVATION. Praise 
His name for DELIVERANCE. 

IN SCHOOL 

Yes, my lize in youth was one of 
going to school, working in my par- 
ents’ store, and longing to be as 
other girls. Mother had three girls 
and kept close watch as to where we 
went, how long we stayed and who 
we were with. In fact, my companions 
were my schoolteachers and my own 
brothers and sisters. Mother kept us 
under strict orders. If school let out 
at two o’clock we were obliged to be 
home within ten minutes.

TESTINGS 

Friends, Jesus answers a true seeker 
in time and never lets him down.

Girls, let me tell you 
right here and now, be sure the man 
you marry is truly founded and 
grounded in the love of God. This 
man knew that as long as he was 
unsaved I would not marry him, for 
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I learned that God in His Word said 
that we should not be unequally 
yoked together and I was determined, 
by God’s grace, if I married it would 
be to a Christian. LOOK out, girls, 
take my advice and PRAY until you 
get an answer from God before you 
take the step in marriage. 

Mother already being turned 
against me for not believing in the 
faith she took up, just nine days after 
God saved me (JEHOVAH WITNESS) 
decided that I should marry. Yes, 
the devil will lay a’ trap every way 
possible just to snatch souls from 
God if possible, but it is not possible 
if we just HOLD ON. Where we fail 
is letting down the bars and allowing 
the devil to creep in.

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“And when they come to the place 
which is called Calvary, there they 


crucified him .. .” Luke 23:33. | 
“Remember the word that I said 

unto you ...,” John 15:20. Yes, re- 

member! that popular but common 


utterance which falls from the lips of 
friend and foe alike. Remember! Re- 
member! We see it, we read it and we 
hear it every day, “Remember,” and 
it might be well to do so, anyway let’s 
investigate the popular term. 

Dating back to the beginning we 
find this term used in the grammar 
of the author of Genesis and woven 
throughout the writings of all the 
Sacred Writ. Somehow it catches us 
as meaningful. God, who in His in- 
finite wisdom created us in His like- 
ness, endowed this superior creature 
with the power of memory, and em- 
bodied in this power is the good and 
the bad, the bitter and sweet, the 
pleasant and unpleasant, the rough 
and easy, the lovely and unlovely and 
a volume of other things too numer- 
ous to recall here. 

With a few citations we shall sur- 
vey the bygone years and note both 
the blessedness and cursedness of the 
sense of memory. (This is an urgent 
appeal and God help us Christian pa- 
triots to stay at the task until the cail 
goes through—the ultimate victory 
won.) 

History reveals the great struggle 
of Texas for independence, in 1836, as 
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“Remember the Maine—Remember 
the Maine.” Yes, America was called 
on to exercise the God-given sense of 
memory. It was important, it was 
profitable, yes it was necessary to do 
so. They cried, “Remember, remem- 
ber,” and then, fresh in our minds 
as the morning dew, that unforget- 
able date of Dec. 7, 1941, the patri- 
otism of every true American was 
aroused anew as it were. This very 
historic event plunged again another 
peace-loving nation pell-mell into a 
state of declared war and coined a 
slogan that has penetrated the lan- 
guages of the world—“Remember 
Pearl Harbor.” Yes, we hear it on the 
air, see it on the printed page, see it 
vividly displayed on the billboards 
here and there, hear it on the lips of 
young and old alike. In fact, we find 
its reminder almost everywhere. Yes! 
a modern emblem has become “Re- 
member.” 


Why should such stress be placed 
upon a sole event? That the slumber- 
ing conscience of a people might 
never again be caught off guard or 
fail to be on the alert to avert an- 
other Pearl Harbor incident, we must 
forever remember the event, whether 
at work or play; never allow some 
things to happen again. With the 


“Remember Calvary!” 

’Tis true you who read these lines 
may not have forgotten Calvary, but 
remember and don’t forget there are 
thousands who have forgotten. How 
do you know? We see fruits and mul- 
tiplied fruits of forgetfulness all 
about us everywhere and how do you 
know but that this same germ of for- 
getfulness is now hibernating, as it 
were, in the heart of your child to 
some day burst forth as is manifest 
in the world, unless you keep it alive 
and aglow by careful attention and 
guidance. Neglect today may crush 
your hearts tomorrow. God grant that 
someone, somewhere, sometime soon 
shall spread that cry as never before, 
until it shall cover the earth as the 
waters cover the sea and the slumber- 
ing God-consciousness of His own cre- 
ation can remember Calvary. 


There are thousands today as the 
propagandist fast flinging the call to 
the ‘anxious ears of all peoples every- 
where to remember this and remem- 
ber that, and they’re doing it well; but, 
my Christian brother, sister, if we 
aren’t careful we’ll find ourselves to 
be so occupied with earthly care and 
in listening for the latest develop- 
ments of a global conflict that the 
precious time we have to spread the 
battle cry of God’s kingdom will have 
slipped away—just slipped away. Yes, 
and this time is golden, so precious, 
to rescue an immortal soul to the 
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an event worthy of recordance and 
surely to be remembered. When one 
hundred and  eighty-two Texans 
bravely fought off an army of five 
thousand Mexicans for two weeks, be- 
hind the walls of an old Franciscan 
church built in San Antonio in 1718, 
before being slain, how could Texas 
or the world ever forget? The gal- 
lantry of this one particular feat of 
the Texas struggle for independence 
gave rise to the slogan that we hear 
chanted in song, read in prose, poetry, 
fiction, history, and see it linger be- 
nind the strokes of the artist’s brush, 
“Remember the Alamo,” and all 
America remembers. 


But as time rolled on and years 
passed away, not only did Texas, with 
her rolling plains and proud inhab- 
iters, feel the weight of the price for 
independence, but the world became 
a theatre of war in 1914-18. The hopes 
and dreams of peaceful lives and quiet 
living were merged into darkness, 
when the plowshares and pruning- 
hooks, as it were, had to be beaten in- 
to swords and spears, and then one 
day as the great battleship “Maine” 
of the American fleet encountered the 
tragedy that added her to the number 
that had gone that way before—did 
America forget, or even the world? 
No, the cry ran like fire in a sage field 
from lip to lip and heart to heart.

destiny of so great a nation at stake 
and the lives of so many millions in- 
volved, we must remember Pearl Har- 
bor. Someone said, “Wouldn’t it be 
wonderful to forget it all and begin 
life anew?” No! if we should forget 
all things we would make many a 
blunder again and in turn be com- 
pelled to pay the tremendous price 
of sacrifice again and again. 

As the global conflict goes on day 
after day and night after night, we 
watch the trend of this war with anx- 
ious hearts and God alone knows the 
detailed outcome. But to you, my 
Christian friend, comes another re- 
minder that with all this in mind, yet 
greater still is an appeal which all 
the world cannot afford to forget and 
yet we hear so little about it, com- 
pared with the cry of this world ever 
before mankind. 

Looking back almost 2,000 years, to 
a famous site on the outskirts of 
Jerusalem, we see towering there be- 
neath the canopy of God’s heaven, a 
monument of everlasting history— 
Golgotha—Mark 15:22, and because it 
lies on the far-away site of another’s 
land, beneath Syrian skies, does it 
become a fading scene to us in Amer- 
ica or elsewhere? No! a thousand 
times, No! And to this bleeding, dying 
world today Christians should arise 
everywhere with the cry of peace, 





heights of deliverance. Christians 
what are we doing? Check and re- 
check your records, our records, com- 
pare them with statistical survey in 
the light of Christianity. Does it grip 
your heart? The report is astonishing. 
God, help us to arise and remember 
Calvary. 

The Church of God is and has been 
under attack of the devil and his 
forces since the day of its birth. The 
conflict rages on, and will until its 
Commander-in-chief (Jesus) sudden- 
ly appears on the scene to translate 
its defenders through the air for a 
pause of refreshment time. (1 Thess. 
4:17.) Only recently I was privileged 
to read a column by a noted writer in 
one of the leading newspapers of the 
South, and in this article was an at- 
tack upon the Church in these words, 
“It, the church, has_ surprisingly 
failed.” Of course, it’s untrue, the 
Church has never failed and to say 
so infers that God has failed, for it 
is His own institution, founded and 
headed by His own Son—Jesus.

Rom. 11:17, 18a, “And if some of the 
branches be broken off, and thou, 
being a wild olive tree, wert graffed 
in among them, and with them par- 
takest of the root and fatness of the 
olive tree; boast not against the 
branches.” 


ANY people are of the opinion 

that it was essentially necessary 
for the Jews to reject Christ in order 
for the Gentiles to be admitted into 
the graceful favors of God. They even 
go so far as to say that the Gentiles 
could not have been saved except 
through the rejection of Israel. But 
to accept this view is to lay one’s self 
liable to scriptural inconsistency and 
self-contradiction. To manifest the 
discrepancies of this common, but 
erroneous notion, I offer this article 
for your reading with the hope thai 


you will give it your honest and un-- 


biased attention. 


TEN IMPLICATIONS 

Little do the advocates of the 
“forced rejection” and “compulsory 
denial” theory realize the seriousness 
of the implications connected with 
their views. I actually wonder at 
times if they even believe it. But as- 
suming that they do we will try to 
enlighten them in a courteous, yet 
positive manner. 

If you happen to be one who be- 
lieves that the Jews had to reject 
Christ in order for the Gentiles to be 
saved, I want you to consider care- 
fully the various propositions you are 
compelled to admit, each of which is 
contrary to the plan of redemption 
and the teachings of the Word of 
God. 

First, such an argument implies 
that God could not have blessed the 
Gentiles unless He cursed the Jews. In 
other words. God had to deny some 
folks in order to accept others. It 
would be like having more children 
at a Christmas tree than you had 
bags of candy to distribute among 
them. I am quite sure you do not be- 
lieve that the blessings of God are so 
exhaustive. But in case you still in- 
sist I must ask you to name just one 
reason why God could not have 
blessed two groups of people at the 
same time if both desired a blessing. 

Second, such an argument implies 
that the grace of God was not univer- 
sal. If the favors. of God could be 
given to some only on the basis that 
others had to be denied, then the 
grace of God was not universal, but 
rather limited to a selected group. 
The fact that God is unlimited, un- 
biased, and unconditioned denies all 
the claims of such a theory. Did not 
Jesus give to as many as received 
Him power to become the children of 
God? John 1:12, 13. 

Third, if the grace of God was not 
universal, then you are compelled to 
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believe in “absolute predestination,” 
which is certainly out of harmony 
with the plan of redemption. 2 Peter 
3:9. You inevitably endorse the theory 
which holds that the course of every 
soul is divinely prescribed beforehand, 
from which course he cannot escape 
nor avoid the consequences thereof. 

Fourth, such an argument implies 
that the judgments of God are not 
of a moral nor just nature. If the 
Jews had to reject Christ then why 
is God going to judge them for such 
rejection? If they had it to do they 
were certainly not responsible for 
their actions and motives, thus the 
judgments of God are not based upon 
moral and virtuous standards if by 
such judgments He inflicts punish- 
ment on the subjects before Him. To 
punish anyone for a thing he abso- 
lutely could not help under any condi- 
tion, is strictly a violation of the prin- 
ciples of ethics. To make the situation 
even more ridiculous I must remind 
you that your argument insists on 
their being forced to do a thing and 
then being judged by the one who 
m7ve them do it. 

Fifth, such an argument implies 
that Israel did not even commit a sin 
when they rejected Christ for the 
sake of the Gentiles. Before a person 
can be morally responsible for his 
conduct he must be faced with a sit- 
uation involving choice in which he 
may wilfully select between at least 
two courses of behavior. If a person 
is forced by the Supreme Deity to 
pursue a definitely prescribed path of 
behavior, being denied the privilege 
of acting upon his own will, he can 
be neither obedient nor disobedient in 
a moral sense, therefore, sin cannot 
be sin under such conditions. So, how 
are you again going to explain the 
basis of God’s judgment of the Jews? 
Brother, your theory of “compulsory 
denial” of Christ by the Jew is al- 
ready disproven, but to make it more 
convincing I will continue. 

Sixth, such an argument implies 
that God forsook a people who were 
His own in order to claim another 
people who knew Him not; that the 
Jews were His own (Jn. 1:11), but 
He wilfully, purposely, and intention- 
ally deserted them and acknowledged 
a personal relationship with those who 
were not His own. Now, anyone should 
know that the plan of redemption 
does not operate on that basis. Sup- 
pose God should decide to deliber- 
ately abandon you while accepting 
another into His family. Would that 
be an act of divine grace and justice? 
No. Neither would it have been in the 
case of Israel. God did not condemn 
one group just for the sole purpose 
of accepting another. 

Seventh, such an argument implies 
that God has devised separate and 
distinct plans of redemption for the 
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Jews and Gentiles. The Jews had 
their day, after which the Gentiles, 
through the deliberate rejection of 
God’s former people, were admitted to 
the kingdom by the death of Christ. 
Only an unbeliever would dare to say 
that complete salvation was ever pos- 
sible except through the Son of man, 
whether Jew or Gentile, bond or free. 

Eighth, such an argument implies 
that God is a respecter of persons, 
the sin of which would deny the holi- 
ness of God Himself. The Scriptures 
declare that God is no respecter of 
persons (Acts 10:34; 1 Peter 1:17) 
and to show such partiality is the 
commitment of sin (James 2:9). If 
God deliberately turned down the 
Jew, with whom He had dealt so 
many centuries, just to claim the 
heathen for His people, then we can- 
not deny that fact that the Jews fell 
a victim to unavoidable circum- 
stances as a result of national aband- 
onment by a prejudiced God. You 
never would agree with such a theory, 
would you? Neither would I! 

Ninth, such an ,argument implies 
that God not only manifested a spirit 
of partiality between the two classes, 
Jews and Gentiles, but even in the 
Jewish class itself. Some Jews, as you 
know, were accepted by Christ both 
before and after the cross. Since this 
is true the “forced rejection” theory 
reveals God as a respecter of Jews 
among their own group. That is, they 
had to deny the Lord as a “group,” 
but He did save a few of them “indi- 
vidually.” If the Jews had to be de- 
serted for the Gentiles to obtain the 
favors of God, I wonder why He saved 
any of the Jews at all. 

Tenth, such an argument implies 
that the same compulsion which 
forced the Jews to reject the Savior 
also exerted a compelling influence 
over the Gentiles toward accepting 
the Savior. If those who accept or de- 
ny the plan of redemption are forced 
irresistibly to do so, then the human 
will certainly plays no part of its own 
in personal selections and motives. In 
fact, there were no personal selec- 
tions and motives if the “compulsory 
denial” theory is true. 

FOUR MISCONCEPTIONS 

Leaving the implications of such an 
argument we shall now consider some 
of the erroneous notions relative to 
the Jewish-Gentile relationship. There 
are four’ general misconceptions 
which are largely responsible for the 
common misunderstanding of this 
subject. Before I undertake to enum- 
erate them I must ask you to be calm 
and reasonable for the sake of being 
fair to the writer. I say this because 
I realize how sensitive a subject I am 
dealing with. 

FIRST, it is a very common belief 
that the Jews were chosen for God’s 
special favors and blessings. This is 
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a misconception, however, and is not 
at all the purpose for which Israel 
was selected. They were chosen, not 
for special favors, but for SPECIAL 
SERVICE. 

Now brethren, let’s consider the 
matter just like it is. You will admit 
that all peoples seek for themselves 
national identity. Since Christ was to 
be born of man in order to redeem 
man, it was humanly impossible for 
Him to be born separately and dis- 
tinctly from any group or tribe. And 
besides, even if He could have been 
born unrelated to any people, to 
whom could He have presented Him- 
self? Do you not see how difficult 
and complicated the revelation of 
Christ would have been if He had 
been born without any connection to 
a religious system or a _ national 
group? We forget that the plan of re- 
demption necessitated organization as 
well as any other factor in life. 

All right, if it was necessary and 
inevitable for Christ to be born with 
some relationship to a religious sys- 
tem and with some identity with a 
national group, then the basis for 
this phase of my argument is laid. Of 
course, it is only natural for you to 
ask another question so I will ask it, 
myself, before we go any farther. You 
probably want to know why it was 
Israel that formed this particular na- 
tional group. Well, IF it had actually 
been some other group you would still 
have wanted to know the same thing. 
If Christ were to be born it naturally 
follows that He had to be born of 
some distinct group of people. Israel 
happened to be that group. There is 
just as much sense in wondering why 
you are Jim Smith’s boy instead of 
Tom Brown’s as to wonder why Israel 
was the selected group instead of an- 
other people. 

“Yes, but I know why I am Jim 
Smith’s boy instead of Tom Brown’s.” 
Yes, and I know why Israel was se- 
lected for a special service instead of 
another people, too, so just keep your 
seat and let’s reason it together. 

Has it ever appeared to you that 
originally and primarily God did not 
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select any particular nation at all to 
perform the special functioning of 
Messianic development? The choice 
was made in Abraham and it was to 
be from his seed that Christ should 
be born. In Abraham God found a 
man who had faith—living faith to 
believe the promises of God, there- 
fore, to him was given the all-im- 
portant promise, which was ordained 
by covenant between God and Abra- 
ham alone. At it happened, the seed 
of Abraham came to be known in a 
group as Jews, consequently it fell 
upon those people to perform that 
service for which the Abrahamic 
covenant was established. In other 
words, God made the promise before 
Israel (Jacob) was ever born. The 
very fact that a “future fulfillment” 
was involved in the Abrahamic cove- 
nant, the developments toward the 
realization of the covenant necessi- 
tated the idea of purpose. It was 
through Israel that God carried out 
that purpose, thus one is forced to 
admit that it was for special service 
that God dealt with this nation as He 
did. It was through the Jewish nation 
that God maintained a religious sys- 
tem that by its institutions the sacri- 
ficial significance of Jesus Christ 
might be typified and understood. 

And another thing: If God chose 
Israel for special blessings then I 
wonder what God did for a particular 
group those hundreds of years before 
Abraham was even born. The truth 
of the matter is that a national group 
was not really necessary until the 
time for Christ to be revealed was ap- 
proaching. Even this fact is convinc- 
ing evidence that Israel was selected, 
not for special blessings, but for 
special service. 

Lest I leave a stone unturned, I 
must divert a point which an oppon- 
ent might use in refuting my argu- 
ment. Yes, friend, I will admit that 
Israel was given special favors if by 
special favors you mean national pro- 
tection, particular revelations and 
distinctive privileges, etc. But hold 
on a minute—why were they blessed 
in such measures? Because they had 
a special service to perform, that’s 
why. It was necessary for them to re- 
ceive “special blessings” on account 
of their being chosen for a “special 
service,” but just remember—what 
they received is one thing; why they 
were chosen is another. 

Glory to God, brother! I’m feeling 
sort o’ extra now. Wait just a minute 
until I get back to normal. 

All right, I am going to drive a 
wedge in between this “special bless- 
ing-special service” matter. If by 
special blessings you mean national 
protection, for instance, then where 
were those blessings when Israel was 
being killed and trampled beneath 
the feet of the Gentiles upon so many 
different occasions? Those things 
were not akin to special blessings, but 
as a matter of accomplishment to- 
ward the real purpose for which they 
were chosen they served in their 
place. There were many instances in 
the history of Israel where the bless- 
ings of God were not so plentiful, but 
not one time were they void of re- 
sponsibility nor free from duty to 
perform that “special service,” the 
presentation of their Messiah and the 
Savior of all men—the man Christ 


Jesus. 

So we see that God’s special deal- 
ings with Israel before the cross did 
not excuse nor free them from their 
need of redemption from the cross. 
They, like all other peoples, needed 
both national and individual deliver- 
ance which was possible only through 
the death of Christ. 

Oh yes, you are already saying that 
Christ would not have been cruci- 
fied unless the Jews had rejected 
Him. I shall disprove that argument 
in the next article of this series. 
There are many other problems to be 
solved also, but if you will reason with 
me I have no doubt but what we will 
agree in every point as we proceed 
in this series.

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MISSIONARY’S THRILLING 
EXPERIENCE 


Following are some excerpts from 
a letter that Brother John P. Kluzit, 
overseer of the work in Haiti and 
the Dominican Republic, wrote to his 
wife. He did not know we were going 
to get excerpts from this letter for 
print. 

“We have spent several days visit- 
ing the various missionaries in St. 
Marc, Gonaives, and Cape Haitian. 
When we left Cape Haitian, we 
stopped at Trou to see Pastor Marc, 
the father of Pastor Rueben Marc of 
Port-au-Prince. He is a staunch be- 
liever in divine healing. We had a 
fine fellowship in the Lord together 
and after a prayer we continued on 
to Quanaminthe (the border.) After 


the inspection on the Haitian side we _ 


went on to the bridge, but seeing that 
the approach was in bad condition 
(and when they say ‘bad condition’ 
there it means more than it does 
here), we continued around to an- 
other crossing, or fording of the river. 
About thirteen Haitians agreed io 
push us across. Fortunately, I de- 
cided to have all our things carried 
across, for hardly had we entered 
than we sank into a hole. We were 
about three and one-half hours in 
the river. In the middle of the hole, 
the men pushing the car decided to 
make the arrangements of paying 
for their work. ...A mechanic 
and three helpers came _ bring- 
ing a big plank. They organized 
the work and it wasn’t but a little 
while, possibly half an hour, when 
we were out of the river. ... But the 
car wouldn’t go. Water was in every- 
where, in the motor, wires were wet, 
and water was even mixed with the 
oil. We finally reached the customs 
house where we had to have every- 
thing examined. ....I had so much 
trouble that I had to sleep at Dajabon 
that night and after the mechanic 
had worked on the car the next morn- 
ing, we were able to continue our 
route to Santiago.” 

He tells further about getting a 
mechanic that he was acquainted 
with in Santiago to work on the car 
after he got there. You can imagine 
that it was some job to get it all in 
good condition again. The river where 
Brother Kluzit was stalled is the line 
between Haiti and the Dominican Re- 
public. 

After. getting his car in good work- 
ing order, he visited among other 
places, a large government project 
where we had been renting a build- 
ing and he had tried to get permis- 
sion to build on the government 
ground, but without success. However, 
the director of the project had be- 
come favorably impressed with our 
work and now they offered him a 
building that had been started for 
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a large restaurant and are going to 
let us take it over without cost. This 
building can be completed for about 
$200 so that it will seat 200 or more 
people and have living quarters for 
the pastor. 

It is very interesting indeed to hear 
Brother Kluzit tell of the work that 
is now going on in our “closed” 
churches in Haiti. The revival fire is 
still burning and is spreading to other 
Protestant churches and even if we 
cannot work at the present as the 
“Church of God” we can be thankful 
for the fire that has been started and 
that continues to burn even with 
many privileges denied us. 

Keep praying that God will move 
on the hearts of the officials there, 
that we will soon be allowed to oper- 
ate all of these churches for the bene- 
fit of the people in Haiti. 


A Letter from One of Our Soldiers 
in Bermuda 


“Last night I had the pleasure of 
being in the Church of God and of 
seeing the way the Lord is blessing 
here. 

“After receiving your letter I be- 
gan seeking Brother Bean. Yesterday 
being my first liberty (12-hour fur- 
lough), I started walking and inquir- 
ing. Everywhere Brother Bean was 
spoken of as a good pious man. He 
and his family greeted me with great 
joy and their sincerity, their faith is 
astounding. I also found this in the 
church here as a whole. 

“Last night being Y.P.E. service 
night, I stayed for services. If all who 
live in the States and enjoy the free- 
dom, the privileges of our churches, 
could have been here last night in 
that service! The Spirit of God was 
in our midst and blessed greatly. I 
have ofttimes been in larger congre- 
gations, but never in one where such 
sincerity and love of God was mani- 
fested. They have a sister here who is 
a wonderful young people’s leader 
and their service was inspiring. I was 
asked to say a few words and looking 
into those twenty-five shining faces, 
I suddenly found myself at a loss to 
know what to say that would add to 
such faith. These people are holding 
on faithfully. I dare say they have 
persecutions that we at home do not 
have. They are hungry for the Word 
of God and are looking forward to 
someone coming from ‘over there’ to 
help them. 

“Please pray and ask the saints to 
pray for us here, ask them not to 
forget us. These people may not live 
in our land, but they are our brethren 
and the love they have for Christ, for 
the Church of God is wonderful to 
behold. I can realize more so than 
ever the need of missions. What few 
secrifices we may make in their be- 
half is always repaid a thousandfold. 











They always refer to those that have 
come over and helped them with 
great respect and love. Even though 
I have so little time away from camp, 
I will do my best in working for the 
Lord here in Bermuda with these 
faithful few. 

“Although last night was my first 
night to attend services, I am looking 
forward to my next liberty to be with 
them and their wonderful little band. 
Brother Bean is doing a wonderful 
work here and his members are help-- 
ing in every way. There were several 
in the congregation from other 
churches and they seemed interested 
in the Church of God. Speaking for 
myself, it was a wonderful service 
after being away from God’s people 
so long, was food to my soul. 

“So glad my wife wrote you in ref- 
erence to this matter. I miss her es- 
pecially in this work for she was al- 
ways by my side. If you see my pastor, 
Brother Hamby, of West Knoxville, 
Tennessee, tell him hello for me— 
Yours in Christ, Lewis W. Brown.”

“‘T betcha, mother, when I make a 
million trillion billion dollars, I’ll take 
care of some poor little boys.’ 

“Now he decided to do just that. 

“Calling in only his closest asso- 
ciates, he set aside 500,000 shares of 
common stock (valued at $60,000,000) 
of the Hershey Corporation, to endow 
a home for orphan boys. So quietly 
was this done that the world in gen- 
eral didn’t hear about it until some 
eighteen years later. 

“Today, more than one thousand 
boys are fed, clothed and educated and 
given a home they love at the Hershey 
Industrial School. Upon graduation at 
eighteen years of age, each boy is 
given a year’s supply of clothing, one 
hundred dollars and Mr. Hershey’s 
personal ‘Godspeed.’ Mr. Hershey 
hopes and believes that one day some 
one of these youngsters will succeed 
him as head of the chocolate corpora- 
tion which bears his name.” 

Not only has he cared for many 
orphans but he has sweetened the 
palates of millions of boys and girls 
all over the world.

blood-stained banner of truth floats 
o’er us that knows no defeat nor com- 
promise. We have something to fight 
for, something, if needs be, to die for. 
As Gentiles we have the Church, 
greater than all earthly kingdoms, 
purchased on Calvary with the blood 
of the only begotten Son of God 
(Acts 20:28). 

My hair is not tinted with gray nor 
has thirty years passed over my head 
but even I can recall the time when 
someone softly treaded the keys and a 
melody floated over the congregation 
enchanting the very soul of every in- 
dividual, and before you realized what 
was happening you were caught away 
from the old home choir and was sud- 
denly breathing the pure air of Jerus- 
alem and out for a trip to Golgotha. 
And as you waited there, reviewing 
that scene before your eyes, you were 
singing, “I remember how my Savior 
died for me on the rugged cross of 
dark mount Calvary; I remember 
how He cried, how He bowed His head 
and died; I remember dark Calvary. 
I remember how they pierced Him in 
the side, from which flowed the pre- 
cious healing, cleansing tide. It was 
shed for you and me, that from sin 
we might be free; I remember dark 
Calvary.” And as you sang your heart 
was full, your eyes were blurred with 
tears—of a truth you remembered. 
Then suddenly the music ceased and 
the voices died away, and where were 
you? Back again in the old home 
choir. But you had been close to 
heaven. Things have changed, you 
know. Yes! but we (Christianity) can’t 
survive too many changes. “I am the 
Lord and I change not,” Mal. 3:5. 
Many have changed though, for now 
they sing, “I remember how He died,” 
with light heart and dry eyes, seem- 
ingly unmindful of the tragic but 
eventful scene of Calvary. Just an- 
other theme to some, with its effec- 
tiveness lost. 


My Christian friend, when the 
truth and memories of Calvary lose 
their effectiveness on us, unquestion- 
ably we have lost our effectiveness on 
an unsaved and dying world. Many, 
yes many, good reports are released 
from towns and cities, from villages 
and vales, from churches here and 
there, of how God has blessed them, 
and us; but today, in early 1943, with 
practically all nations of the earth 
locked in battle, what are we churches 
and individuals doing to bless un- 
saved, immortal souls shrouded in 
tabernacles of perishable clay? To- 
day, shifting back and forth on high- 
ways, through the air and over the 
rails are tons and tons of food to pre- 
vent starvation, tons and tons of 
equipment to wage war, and, more 
precious still, thousands and thou- 
sands of our precious boys and men 
of whom many shall never return. Yet, 
life goes on as usual—eating, sleep- 
ing, working a little harder; just an- 
other war, one of those things we 
can’t help; too busy to pray, to call on 
my broken-hearted neighbor and de- 
liver the message of “Calvary.” She 
or he is just doing what millions of 
other mothers and fathers are do- 
ing. (And may I say this, If your 
heart is burdened, your burden will 
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become lighter if you lift someone 
else’s.) God, help us to leave the easy 
chair, the bed of ease, the broom, the 
mop, all else, if needs be, and go seize 
this the greatest opportunity in our 
generation to win not a soul but souls 
to God. Don’t reverse the command 
of Jesus and wait for souls to come to 
you, but heed His commanding advice 
and go. Go tell them of Calvary. Let’s 
quit dreaming of a great harvest but 
go out and gather one. Let the cry 
run from lip to lip, over the air, 
through the press, from the choir, 
from the pulpit, “Remember Calvary.” 
That’s the watchword of this Christian 
warfare and let’s revive it. While 
carnal warfare today is crying, “Re- 
member, remember,” let all Chris- 
tian patriots everywhere cry, “Re- 
member Calvary.”
